Not later than 180 days after the date of the enact-4

ment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense, the Secretary 5

of the Treasury, and the Secretary of State, in coordina-6

tion with other appropriate Federal officials, shall jointly 7

submit to Congress a report that contains an assessment 8

regarding— 9

(1) the current funding mechanisms used by 10

the Islamic State and affiliated entities; 11

(2) the most likely future financing mechanisms 12

available to the Islamic State and affiliated entities; 13

(3) United States efforts to deny access to such 15

funding mechanisms.
